Once minute 2-centimeter- 
long beings, kept as pets by a 
sper.es of intelligent egg, they 
now dominate the planet, liv- 
r: -r the mins of what used to 
re highly advanced cities. 
Generations of genetic muta¬ 
tion. have made them grow in 
size and they now measure 2.8 
meters The skin is slimy and 
yellow and composed of mi* 
nr re metallic scales with regu* 
.ar nodules of nervous tissue 
protruding through the sur* 
face. The head is dispro- 
p imonately large, protected 
by armored plates, and ihey 


possess two raised eyes with 
star-shaped pupils, capable of 
rotation through 279 degrees. 
A savage, hooked beak with a 
single row of fangs emerges 
from the head and below it 
there are 6 venom projectors. 
The snakes have no brain, in¬ 
stead being composed almost 
entirely of nervous tissue, 
each cell of which is able to 
control the whole creature as 
well as acting in parallel with 
the other nerve cells. The 
alien cannot in fact be de¬ 
stroyed since it can regener¬ 
ate from a single nerve cell 
into a complete adult within a 
few microseconds. This ren¬ 
ders’ it immune to convention¬ 
al forms of attack. 

Mode of attack 

Able to sense other life forms 


by means of the many nodules 
of nervous tissue on its sur¬ 
face, the alien rears up rapid¬ 
ly, turning its head to face the 
victim and employing the eyes 
for highly accurate aiming. In 
the neck there is a large 
venom sac enclosed in a mesh 
of very powerful constrictor 
muscles. Constriction of the 
muscles expels a highly corro¬ 
sive venom from the projec¬ 
tors, with a range of 670 
meters. The venom can dis* 
solve protective clothing and 
even the hulls of spacecraft. 
The toxin then destroys all 
nervous tissue in victims.

Historical background 

From the records obtained by the first of the 
Confederation expeditions to Friiighviox VII, the 
twelfth planet circling its sun, it is clear that it 
was once the home of a race of humanoids, now long 
since extinct. The humanoids were technically highly 
sophisticated but apparently 

ficial substance which is ex¬ 
tremely tough and flexible. 
The head is quite smooth and 
hairless and there is no mouth 
as such. Since they are 
androids, they require no 
nourishment. They have 4 
eyes, 2 situated at the front of 
the head and 2 at the back, 
giving them 360 degree vision 
in normal light and also in the 
infra-red and ultra-violet 
ranges of the spectrum.

Instead, having 
created an impressive tech¬ 
nology, the humanoids de¬ 
cided then to concentrate 
upon developing their own in¬ 
tellectual powers, at the ex¬ 
pense of any further scientific 
progress.

They attack in huge pha¬ 
lanxes, usually overwhelming 
the opposition by sheer 
weight of numbers. Since they

Description 

The planet on which this alien is found is one 
which is still in the process of development and 
the parasite is the only creature there with any 
indication of intelligence of any significance. In¬ 
deed, because its intelligence is so very much 
greater than that of any of the other life forms on 
the world, it has been suggested that it is not an 
indigenous species but may have originally 


been created in an attempt at 
genetic engineering by a highly 
advanced life form. When the 
experiment failed, the alien was 
dumped by its creator on what 
was then a world whose own 
life forms had still not begun to 
develop. {See Update Access 
Code clotv * 4529j (6001 )-d-91.) 
When life evolved on the 
planet, the parasite then 
adapted itself to a mode of ex¬ 
istence in which it both relies 
upon, and feeds off, a native life 
form. 

Description 

The alien lives embedded in 
the head of its carrier, one of a 
number of species of huge, 
flesh-eating saurians which in¬ 
habit the primitive forests that 
cover much of the planet's sur¬ 
face. The carrier is a giant sau¬ 
rian, over 84.6 meters in length, 
with a scaly, violet-colored 
body and 4 pairs of powerful 
legs. Its tail is forked and each 
tine terminates in a prehensile 
hand. The scales are set with 
sharp spines, and secondary 
spines run along the back of the 
head and emerge from the 


spinal column through 
the skin on the dorsal 
surface. At first sight, the 
only indication that the 
saurian is, in fact, controlled 
by the parasite, is what seems 
to be a third eye set on the front 
of the carrier’s head, above and 
between its own 2 red eyes. 
This third l eye' is, however, a 
thin membrane of flesh through 
which can be seen the parasite, 
star-shaped, with 14 aims of a 
complex nervous tissue. Ten¬ 
drils extend from the tips of 
these arms into the brain of the 
carrier and take root in all the 
major lobes of the carrier’s 
brain which are concerned with 
sensation. The parasite then 
■feeds' on the nervous energy 
generated in its host’s brain and 
nervous system. Originally a 
herbivore, the saurians have 
been forced by the parasites to 
become carnivorous and canni¬ 
balistic, since, when they 
attack, the parasite is able to 
‘feed' upon the greatly in¬ 
creased nervous activity which 
takes place in the saurian’s 
brain. In particular, the parasite 
gets maximum nourishment and 


stimulus from the emotions of 
rage, pain and triumph. 

Mode of attack 

When the parasite senses an 
alien, or even a member of the 
same species as its carrier, it 
generates highly powerful im¬ 
pulses in the host's brain, caus¬ 
ing it to attack. In the ensuing 
battle, the parasite gorges on 
the huge output of emotional 
energy from the host brain. 






























THE SPHERES 





Location 

This alien life form has 
found in every sector of 
known interstellar space but 
its origin remains a matter of 
hypothesis and of scientific 
speculation. It has been post¬ 
ulated, through careful study 
of their spectral shifts in 
attacking modes, especially 
the line shift in their ionic 
emissions, that the spheres 
may have entered this uni¬ 
verse from another time seg¬ 
ment or a parallel galactic sys¬ 
tem. The warps in time and 
space around the high inten¬ 
sity Black Holes at Stargrid 
55tV771-7yh89/-26g have been 
advanced as a possible area 
of entry, although this whole 
concept still remains'an un¬ 
proved hypothesis. 

Description 

They drift in large swarms be¬ 
tween the galaxies and are 
apparently held loosely 
together by a mild self¬ 
generated gravitational force. 
They have no means of self¬ 
propulsion but move aimlessly 
through space under the 
effects of solar winds and 
gravity drag from galaxies 
and solar systems. In this dor¬ 
mant traveling phase, the 
alien forms appear as metallic 
globes, golden in color and 
totally without external fea¬ 
tures. The *metal’ of which 
they are composed is one un¬ 
known to our science, which 


seems to reinforce the 
theories of their extra-galactic 
origin. None of our current 
weaponry has been able to 
penetrate or even mark the 
dormant spheres. They emit 
no signs of life or energy in 
this state and do not show up 
on conventional sensory de¬ 
vices. By the time they register 
on visual sensors, they are 
already within attacking 
range. They are all of a uni¬ 
form diameter (45.988 meters) 
although this does appear to 
vary in a regular pulse which 
makes them seem to enlarge 
and shrink within a range of + 
or -0,976%, This may be due 
to the effect of the weak gravi¬ 
tational field they generate to 
maintain their formations. 

Mode of attack 

At a distance from their vic¬ 
tims of some 97,000 meters, 
they change rapidly from the 
dormant to the attacking 
phase. A sharp burst of radia¬ 
tion occurs within the sphere 
and rifts start to appear on the 
outer skin. At the same time, 


a powerful ionic emission 
occurs at the base which im¬ 
pels the sphere at its victim at 
a very high speed. The outer 
metallic skin peels away along 
the lines of the rifts to reveal a 
fleshy green mass, soft and 
pulsating, from which grows a 
cluster of tendrils. There are 
multi-faceted eyes at the end 
of these tendrils. The inner 
mass of the spheres possesses 
12 arms which arise from just 
above a ring of tissue joining 
the inner mass to the peeled 
away metallic skin. Each aim 
ends in powerful claws. These 
claws can be rapidly de¬ 
ployed to grip a victim, pene¬ 
trating outer armor to reach 
living flesh. The victim is then 
shredded by the pincers 
which feed the flesh of the 
prey into the vertical mouth.

Description 

This alien life form is one with 
apparently little intellectual 
capacity but which possesses a 
highly developed sense of self- 
protection. This instinctive hostil¬ 
ity renders the life form highly 
dangerous since it will always 
attack as a reflex action. Any 
form of communication with it 
has so far proved impossible. It 
is found in great numbers on a 
planet with a largely oxygen- 
xenon atmosphere which has 
proved inimical to the develop¬ 
ment of any other life form. The 
alien apparently is able to exist 
by a complex metabolism involv¬ 
ing the combination of xenon 
from the air with rubidium from 
the soil of its planet. 

At first sight, it appears to be 
lifeless. Its shape is roughly 
spherical about 1.9 meters in 
diameter and it lies inert on the 
planet's surface at irregular inter¬ 
vals. In this inert form, it manif¬ 
ests itself as a reddish, gelatinous 
blob, with a recessed center, its 
surface is covered with lightly 
raised black nodules which 
appear to pulsate with a rhythm 
based upon the radiation peaks 
of the planet’s twin suns. 

Mode of attack 

On sensing the approach of 
^ another life form, signaled by 


a quick acceleration of the 
pulsations in the surface 
nodules, there is a rapid 
and dramatic metamorphosis 
into the attacking mode. 
The creature instantly sheds 
its gelatinous outer covering 
to form a pool of liquid at its 
base and it rears itself into an 
upright cylindrical form some 3 
meters in height. Clawed suck¬ 
ers appear at the base of the 
creature, dig^ng into the soil to 
anchor it firmly. The black 
nodules are now shown to be 
sharp spines which face out in 
every direction from the upright 
body. These black spines are 
striped vertically with vivid red 
fluorescent lines. At the base of 
each spine there is a rudimentary 
visual sensor able to guide the 
individual spines to their target. 
Powerful muscles at the base of 
each spine are contracted to 
eject the spine at great speed 
towards the victim. The spine 
can penetrate the strongest 
armor and the venom in its 
hollow barb is instantly lethal.

Immediately the tree quits 
its dormant phase and 
rapidly sheds its leaves 
which become a vivid yel¬ 
low-green color and ex¬ 
ude a shiny, sticky Quid, 
The leaves encase their 
victim in a matter of 
seconds in an airtight, 
asphyxiating cocoon.

This extremely dangerous 
alien is now epidemic 
throughout the whole uni¬ 
verse, although the greatest 
concentrations are still to be 
found near its planet of origin. 

Description 

In its anaerobic, dormant 
phase, it presents itself as an 
apparently lifeless spore less 
than 0.000019 microns in dia¬ 
meter. The spore is encysted 
in an impervious, semi- 
organic shell, predominantly a 
dull green in color, flecked 
with white, green and red 
markings. This outer shell is 
studded with numerous tough 
and blunted protuberances 
which give off a yeflow glow 
on exposure to alpha radia¬ 
tion. When the microbe is en¬ 
cysted in this shell, it is able 
to ‘hibernate 1 for indefinite 
periods, while it drifts through 
space. It is completely un¬ 
affected by any of the often 
let hally high levels of radiation 
to be found in the interstellar 
areas and the spores have 
been known to pass un¬ 
harmed through the corona of 
a white dwarf sun. When it 
changes from the dormant 
spore form into the active and 
highly contagious form, the 
outer shell splits and falls 
away, to reveal the microbe 
itself. The alien is a unicellular 
creature, with a diameter that 
does not exceed 0.00000762 
microns. It is encased in a thin 
membrane of a gelatinous na¬ 
ture, fringed with a complex 
series of highly mobile tenta¬ 
cles and filaments by which it 
is able to move within the tis¬ 
sues of its victims. It possesses 
a large number of nuclei, each 
of which is different and high¬ 
ly mobile within the fluid of the 
cell. The nuclei are in a con¬ 
stant state of genetic flux and 
axe repeatedly merging with 
each other and then splitting 
again, to form 2 or more nuc¬ 
lei, each with a totally different 
genetic make-up resulting 
from the process. This con¬ 
tinual condition of internal 
mutation within the microbe 
itself results, in effect, in the 
creation of a completely diffe¬ 
rent organism with each new 


nucleus that is formed. As the 
permutations of this process 
are incalculable, it has proved 
impossible to find any treat¬ 
ment at all that would be effec¬ 
tive against the microbe, since 
each new mutation, with its 
own toxic and contagious 
properties, lasts for only a few 
milliseconds. 

Historical background 

The emergence of the 
microbe is the result of a 
disastrous accident which 
occurred early on in the 
Second Exploratory Pro 
gram mounted by the Con¬ 
federation, at a time when the 
procedures against possible 
contamination had not yet 
been perfected. The first ex¬ 
pedition to Cytakkon-VIH 
found the planet to be appa¬ 
rently lifeless and of no signi¬ 
ficant value as a source of 
basic elements. Although the 
crew of the expeditionary 
craft observed what was then 
the normal decontamination 
process on blasting off, this 
was insufficiently thorough to 
destroy all the microbes 
brought on board the space 
vessel. Within a matter of 
hours the whole crew, com¬ 
prising more than 78 different 
life forms, had been fatally in¬ 
fected, The medical officer 
lived long enough to inform 
the Sector Commander what 
had happened. The Sector 
Commander, advised by the 
Central Medical Unit, had no 
alternative but to carry out the 
total atomic destruction of the 
space vessel, in the hope that 
this would destroy the mic¬ 
robes. It did not. They sur¬ 
vived the atomic blast, starting 
the process of mutation that 
still continues. The explosion 
spread them throughout space 
where they have continued to 
drift and to spread incurable 
diseases in all known life 
forms.

THE SPIDER 

Historical background

Description 

In the adult state, this alien 
stands just over 2.2 meters 
high and has a body length of 
3.241 meters. It is the only 
sentient life form on the 
planet, although dormant uni¬ 
cellular spores have been 
found frozen in the scree car¬ 
ried down by fluorine glaciers 
on the mountains which ridge 
the world. The head is basical¬ 
ly cone shaped, with green, 
silicon-based scales which 
form a tough carapace. From 
the anterior surface of the 
head there arise 8 multi¬ 
faceted eyes set at the distal 
ends of highly mobile stalks 
capable of independent 
movement in all directions. 
Above each eye there is lo¬ 
cated a small, funnel-shaped 
orifice from which the crea¬ 
ture is able to project a sticky, 
fast-drying and very tough 
web made of interwoven 
fibers of silicon-80. The thorax 
is disproportionately small, 
containing a central brain 
which controls a powerful 
muscular system that extends 
from the thorax into the hollow 
legs. This thoracic brain is 
linked by an autonomic ner¬ 
vous system to the two other 
brains, one set in the head and 
the other in the apex of the 
abdomen. The abdomen is 
large and near-spherical, 
marked on its external surface 
with green patches made up 
of auditory sensors. The 9 sto¬ 
machs are contained within 
the abdomen, each producing 
a different digestive enzyme. 
The abdomen, thorax, legs 
and mandibles are all covered 
with coarse hairs which act as 
sensory organs to pick up the 
vibrations created by other 
life forms. The legs are regu¬ 
larly jointed and terminate in 
pincers which are used both 
to gain purchase on the 
ground and also to grip and 
tear victims. 


The spiders are not an indige¬ 
nous species. They derive 
from the first mining expedi¬ 
tion to the planet, which is a 
rich source of xyliok crystals. 
At the time of that first expedi¬ 
tion, spiderons from planet 
cxqioy-5 were taken to seek 
out deposits of the xyliok crys¬ 
tals on which they feed. This 
was the standard location 
procedure before the de¬ 
velopment of the kryin-ray de¬ 
tectors now currently em¬ 
ployed in finding the crystals. 
The spiderons were small 
(only 2.47 centimeters in 
length) and inherently not hos¬ 
tile. However, several hun¬ 
dred spiderons were left on 
the planet and, over a relative¬ 
ly short time period, they 
radically mutated into their 
current lethal form due to the 
effect of the planet's internal 
low-frequency radio-activity. 
They breed extremely fast 
and there are now millions of 
the aliens living in the caves 
that pit the planet s mountain 
ranges. The process of muta¬ 
tion has changed them from a 
species that feeds on xyliok 
crystals into cannibals that 
feed on their own kind and 
also kill and devour all other 
life forms. 

Mode of attack 

They are capable of moving 
across the surface of the 
planet at speeds exceeding 52 
kilometers per hour and are 
able to leap some 25 meters 
into the air. They attack by 
directing each eye towards 
the victim who they spray with 
fine jets of very sticky fiber 
from the nozzles above the 
eyes. This webbing complete¬ 
ly covers the victim and immo¬ 
bilises it. The alien then rends 
the victim info pieces with its 
mandibles and the pincers at 
the end of its legs, injecting a 
primary digestive enzyme into 
the corpse from a sting in the 
head.

Current status situation 

This alien is to be found on 
most primitive planets in the 
galaxy, having spread from its 
native world in the course of 
Confederation exploration. In 
its larval stage, which lasts for 
some 3.4 years, it is only 0.93 
centimeters in height and has 
been carried, unnoticed, in 
space vessels across the uni’ 
verse. Although it is confined 
to primitive worlds (Category 
7x7 in the Standard Classi¬ 
fication of Planets Index), it 
has been able subtly to adapt 
to the differing planetary en¬ 
vironments into which it has 
been transported. These 
variations are minor but im¬ 
portant to note since the stan¬ 
dard defence pattern will alter 
according to each adaptation 
(See Update Access Code 
43*235tgv/* l/-00086hb/(85rd)- 
n8n). 

Description 

This description applies to the 
unmutated form of this alien 
and the Update Access Code 
referred to should be checked 
for variations in the basic 
form. It is the dominant life 
form on its home planet, a 
primitive world which is the 
fourth planet of a 64-planet 
system. The atmosphere is 
thick and composed of a near¬ 
gel of gases, predominantly 
argon, neo-trton, prium-23 and 
neo-nitrogen. The thickness of 
the atmosphere, coupled with 
the planet’s relatively low gra¬ 
vitational pull, allows the alien 
to exist without any skeletal 
structure, either internal or ex¬ 
ternal. In its pre-adult state it is 
only 0.93 centimeters high, ex¬ 
isting in a dormant and 
anaerobic state in crevices in 
the rocks at the base of the 
prevalent mountains. The tran¬ 
sition from pupal to adult 
stage is rapid and appears to 
be triggered off by a sudden 
surge of alpha-X energy from 
within the pupa. Almost in¬ 
stantly after this energy surge, 
the pupal case splits laterally, 
releasing a small blob of pro¬ 
toplasmic material which 


grows in a matter of seconds 
into a fully-formed adult blob. 
In the pupal stage, the alien is 
totally harmless and, if it can 
be detected, it is easily killed 
by a 3 millisecond blast of 
kaliumimum radiation. But de¬ 
tection remains a consider¬ 
able problem. In the adult 
form, the alien stands over 
8.76 meters high and consists 
basically of a single unit of 
protoplasm, held in shape by 
a strong, elastic cell mem¬ 
brane of caesium-based ami- 
no-acid chains. The creature 
is somewhat conical in shape, 
with a firm base in which 
much of its internal solid mat¬ 
ter aggregates due to the 
force of gravity. It thereby 
establishes a low center of 
gravity and the alien has con¬ 
siderable stability. The body 
tapers towards the apex, at 
which there is a cap of red¬ 
dish protoplasm, slightly 
proud of the rest of the crea¬ 
ture. In this cap are set several 
hundred basic lidless eyes, 
each with twin blue pupils, 
one above the other. The 
cap is reinforced internally 



with a geodesic structure of 
amino-acid chains. The body 
is semi-transparent and its 
many nuclei can be seen 
through the protoplasmic jelly. 
In addition, there is a complex 
network of fluid-carrying ves¬ 
sels visible within the body, 
while fluorescent nerve fibers 
intermesh to form a basic but 
highly efficient nervous net¬ 
work linking the various nuc¬ 
lei. It has a primordial intelli¬ 
gence directed solely to 
finding and killing its prey. 
Motion is by means of regular 
and radical changes in the 
protoplasm at the base. This 
has the effect of reducing the 
friction with the surface of the 
planet so that the blob is able 
to Mow along the terrain rela¬ 
tively fast. 


Mode of attack 

This life form attacks by 
moving against its victim 
and extruding protoplasmic 
pseudopodia which trap and 
engulf the victim. Once it has 
grasped hold of its prey the 
blob extrudes further pseudo¬ 
podia to surround it complete¬ 
ly until the victim is finally 
wholly ingested into the body. 
Powerfully corrosive digestive 
enzymes are then secreted 
which corrode away all in¬ 
organic matter, allowing all 


living tissue to be digested 
and absorbed into the body of 
the alien. The inorganic rem¬ 
nants are then extruded 
through an aperture which 
appears in the cell membrane 
at the base of the creature. 
These indigestible fragments 
are found like charnel-house 
detritus over the surface of 
their native world. The aliens 
are almost impossible to des¬ 
troy: if fired upon, they splat¬ 
ter into many fragments which 
can regenerate rapidly into 
the adult form.

Description 

So far only one such life form of 
this type has been located, It 
lives on a very high mountain 
(97,640 meters in total) at the 
northern polar regions of its 
world. Because of the location 
of the planet in question and 
its history as one of the 
defensive chain of planets 
ruled by the now defunct 
Pwqu Empire, it has been 
postulated that the alien 
may have been created by 
the Pwqu as part of their 
early warning defense sys¬ 
tem but it has been imposs¬ 
ible to verify this (see 
Update Access Code 
561720/8- *8n/ 9 -7777gsa/ 
00145tc). What is certain, 
however, is that the alien 
is not a natural life form 
but has been constructed 
and given sentience by a 
more advanced species. It 
is also clear that it has 
been programed to kill 
on contact and no form of 
communication has been 
able to reach it, although it 
has been seen to emit reg¬ 
ular transultra radiations 
beamed at the sector Star- 
grid 651/99- l/2*78y/~l-fg77. 
Its main feature is the mouth 
itself, a huge orifice 13,081 
meters in width and 6,513 
meters in length, set at the 
front of a conical head which 
tapers into a snake-like body 
over 5,000 meters in length. 
This body, which is able to 
move rapidly and thus to deploy 
the mouth coils around the 
surface of the mountain on which 
it rests. From the body, fibers 
emerge at regular intervals. 
These fibers burrow down into 
the surface of the planet, draw 
ing from its interior nourishment 
and energy in the form of sub¬ 
atomic radiation. The mouth has no 
lips but is fringed with a series of 
purple clusters of filaments which 
serve as auxiliary sound-producing 
organs. The major vocal cords are 
situated in the aperture of the mouth 
and extend some 240 meters from the 
opening. They consist of vertical bars of

Mode of attack 

When its sensors detect the 
presence of alien life forms, 
the butterfly rapidly changes 
from its graceful drifting flight 
into attack. By altering the 
aerofoil configuration of its 
wings, it is able to dive at very 
high speeds towards the 
potential victim, at the same 
time emitting a high- 
frequency whining sound 
which disorientates its prey. 
The claws embed themselves, 
so that they cannot be dis¬ 
lodged. A long sting then 
emerges from the rear of the 
creature's body.

brilliant turquoise. No evi¬ 
dence of animal life has been 
found on the planet but there 
are outcrops of gray rocks 
which appear to live in sym¬ 
biosis with the plant life and 
have a very limited intelli¬ 
gence, The lethal bouquet 
grows to a height of 7,54 
meters and the blooms are 
arranged in clusters of 5 on 
long and flexible blue stems

Duty Officer must re-acquaint himself with 
the latest Information Databank Communi¬

Since the life form’s planet of origin is 
covered with the dormant spore form of the 
alien to a depth of 94,672.76 meters, the 
planet is subject to a Grade 797B quarantine 
restriction, with access limited to Alien Rec¬ 
ognition Control Center vessels for evalua¬ 
tion and research purposes only. 


Description 

In its dormant phase, the alien 
presents itself in the form of a 
gray-blue spore, ellipsoid in 
appearance, with a maximum 
diameter of 0.00357 microns.

Mode of attack 

The spores are able to sense the 
approach of any spacecraft by a 
reaction to the heat given off by 
them. There is a rapid reaction, 
with the spores coalescing to 
form a single solid mass, shed¬ 
ding their outer coverings to re¬ 
veal a single unit of neon-based 
protoplasm* The units merge 
together into an ovoid and fea¬ 
tureless sphere, blue in color 
and with a diameter of some 786*5 
meters. In a very short time 
period, the sphere mutates into 
the space barnacle proper, by 
means of rapid mitosis and cellu¬ 
lar mutation, with a concomitant 
increase in size to some 959.6 
meters in diameter. A varying 
number of large yellow eyes 
(which are heat- rather thanlighb 
sensitive) surface through the 


protoplasmic mass and prop¬ 
ellant tentacles are extruded, 
while the color changestoapre- 
dominantly yellow-green and 
surf ace nodules appear made up 
of concentrations of nervous tis¬ 
sue. The Space Barnacle is able to 
propelitself towards its victim by 
means of rhythmic movements of 
its tentacles, which have the pow¬ 
er to alter the creature’s own gra¬ 
vitational field so as to employ the 
gravity of its victim to pull itself 
towards it. Once contact is made 
with the metallic surface of a 
spacecraft, glands appear on the 
outer membrane of the barnacle 
and these exude a powerful fluid, 
apparently an electron-stripping 
enzyme which formsanunbreak¬ 
able bond between the barnacle 
and its victim. A secondary, high¬ 
ly corrosive fluid is then pro¬ 
duced which eats through all 


known metal and alloys. The 
Space Barnacle absorbs all neon 
andkrypton in the spacecraft and 
its occupants and then breaks 
away, leaving the remaining 
atmosphere to escape. 

























Immediately it detects any life 
form, the vessel’s force field is 
increased dramatically while 
massive batteries of fission 
lasers - with considerable 
range - maintain fire until the 
‘enemy’ is destroyed.

This sun was once one of sev¬ 
eral thousand forming the 
Galaxy D-plzta-*349 (see Star- 
grid Archive Dimension Chart 
DF4-Sf001-98110). It formed 
the center of a planetary sys¬ 
tem of 18 worlds, in which 
intelligent life developed on 
only the fourth planet. This 
race of creatures, rated at 78 
on the Standard Confedera¬ 
tion Intelligence Index ; 
reached a highly sophisti- 
cated level of science and 
technology although, for reli¬ 
gious reasons, they never 
attempted to leave the planet 
or to develop interplanetary 
travel Instead, they concen¬ 
trated on scientific progress 
allied with intellectual de¬ 
velopment and eventually 
achieved total extrasensory 
communication. In this state 
the total mental output of 
every creature acted as a 
single living intelligence. At 
the same time, the energy 
needs of the creatures in¬ 
creased dramatically, to sus¬ 
tain their civilisation, and they 
were forced to turn to solar 
power as their main additional 
energy source. They covered 
the surface of the planet with 
receptors aimed at the sun, 
drawing radiant energy from 
it. When these proved insuf¬ 
ficient to attract the required 
energy, they then created im¬ 
mensely powerful ionic tractor 
beams to draw still more ener¬ 
gy from the sun. This scheme 
backfired dramatically and 
the planet itself was dragged 
into the surface of the sun and 
was totally consumed.

Historical background 

Originally the aliens inhabiting 
the planet were of a humanoid 
soma-type, developing over 
the ages on an almost entirely 
intellectual level. Their highly 
advanced civilisation was 
served by robots which re¬ 
lieved them of all manual tasks 
and the need for physical 
effort. As a result, their limbs 
and bodies became atrophied 
while their brains increased 
in size.

These aliens were formed by 
the Cervalian technologist

5104ew) after he had been ex¬ 
iled by the Grand Council of 
the Confederation of Galaxies 
on his conviction for the crime 
of scientific treason and 
espionage. Marooned on 
DxeniomTQ, his experiments 
with genetic transmutation un¬ 
fortunately succeeded and he 
was able to adapt the planet’s 
low grade life forms sufficient¬ 
ly to allow him to employ them 
as basic android servotechni- 
cians in his further work. 
Using the labour force thus 
created, Pvyxxx-Sy developed 
and refined the self- 
reproductive Dxenion merce¬ 
naries and first hired out his 
alien force to the rebel armies

Description 

A/r ough they appear to be 4 inorganic planets which orbit 
their sun in regular, equidistant orbits, they are 


in reality living organisms, im¬ 
bued with low level but dead¬ 
ly life. Each planet is identical 
in size, having a diameter of 
43,561 meters. In their dor¬ 
mant state they possess equal 
gravities. Each planet is diffe¬ 
rently colored and covered 
with a thick blanket of frozen 


bromine, through which can 
be seen the mouths of regular¬ 
ly positioned giant volcanoes. 
They obtain sustenance when 
dormant by absorbing radia¬ 
tion from the sun around 
which they orbit. In this condi¬ 
tion, a synchronised pulsing of 
epsilon radiation can be de¬ 
tected. 

Mode of attack 

When a spacecraft comes 
within 3.67 light years of the 







planetary system, its presence 
is detected by the 4 worlds 
which immediately make the 
transition from their dormant 
phase to an attacking mode- 
As this occurs, the rate and

Historical background 

Before initial contact was made by the Confederation, 
this planet was inhabited by two major species. The 
first was a humanoid race which was fairly advanced 
and had achieved primary nuclear status. The second 
life form was a small, vegetarian saurian with little 
intelligence and no inherently hostile tendencies. The 
humanoids, however, were basically warlike and in time 
a savage, if brief, nuclear war broke out between four 
opposing nations, destroying the existing civilisation 
and nearly wiping out both humanoids and saurians. The 


aftermath of this conflict left 
the planet in ruins and with an 
extremely high level of radia¬ 
tion which remains to this 
time. This radiation caused a 
number of mutations in the 
surviving life forms, the result 
of which has been the creation 
of a new life form which is a 
combination of many of the 
characteristics of the two pre¬ 
viously dominant species. 

Description 

The centaur is some 26.98 
meters in length and stands, 
fully extended, at a height of 
21.7 meters. The body is 
basically saurian in its struc¬ 
ture, with a scaly skin and a 
powerful, compact body 
which tapers into a long, very 
flexible tail covered with blue 
mottling. These blue spots 
appear to be made up of 
rudimentary optic tissue and 


may serve to complement the 
sensory input of the two eyes. 
The hind legs, on which it runs 
and which enable it to make 
enormous leaps, are very 
powerful, while the two fore 
limbs are multi-articulated and 
bear strong hands which ter¬ 
minate in sharp gripping and 
tearing talons. A dorsal spine 
contains a series of unde¬ 
veloped brains which serve to 
control the hind limbs. At the 
point where the head emerges 
from the body, the saurian 
scales disappear, to be re¬ 
placed with blue-green mam¬ 
malian skin which is covered 
with sparse tufts of coarse 
orange hairs. The head is 
large, ape-like and elongated, 
with a high and sloping cra¬ 
nium crowned by a ridge of 
orange hair. The neck is rela¬ 
tively long and mobile. There 
are no ears. The mouth is 












laige, filled with long sharp 
teeth, and the jaws have enor¬ 
mous power. There is a bi- 
lobal brain situated within the 
cranium, controlling the two 
fore limbs and communicating 
by means of a rudimentary 
nervous system with the series 
of brains situated in the dorsal 
fin.

The alien feeds on the other 
mutated life forms left on the 
planet. It is a savage carni¬ 
vore, killing as much for plea¬ 
sure as for food.

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are reinforced within by hol¬ 
low rods consisting mainly of 
isotopes of vanadium. The 
length of the body is 27.6 
meters and it bears 2 very 
strong legs and has a distinc¬ 
tive external skeleton. There 
are 3 stings - one at the end 
of the abdomen, another 
centrally set below the single 
eye and the third at the apex 


of the head. The second life 
form in the symbiotic system, 
found scattered all over the 
surface of the planet, con¬ 
sists of a single stem some 32 
meters high, topped by a 
‘bloom 1 . Around the base of 
the bloom there is a corolla 
of brightly stippled petals, a 
ring of spikes which in turn 
is surmounted by the 'head’ 


in which 2 large sensory 
organs are set in a mesh-like 
cranium.

gatherer for the bloom. The 
nutrients from the ingested 
locust are partly used to sus¬ 
tain the flower while a prop¬ 
ortion of them pass down the 
stem into the bladder-like 
pockets at the ends of the 
roots.

THE COLLECTOR 


Location 

Planet 9-Oxtyruion-H6: Stargrid**267d/40001/6419j This 
alien is endemic throughout the known areas of the 
universe and has been observed in every sector under 
the control of the Confederation of Galaxies, 
although observations have been restricted. 

Description 

The creature has only been sighted within its space 
vessel and therefore its overall dimensions remain as 
an extrapolation of the scientific data available. It 
is some 37 meters in height and has 2 large ovoid 


heads, which face in opposite 
directions thus providing it 
with 360 degree vision. Each 
head bears 3 eyes and each 
eye can perceive radiation in 
different ranges of the spec¬ 
trum, including X-rays. The 
skin is bright green, with over¬ 
lapping scales. 6 highly flex¬ 
ible arms emerge from the 
tor¬ 
so below the 2 heads and end 
in several fingers which are 
capable of minute and sensi¬ 
tive movement. The fingers 
are tipped at their distal ends 
with adhesive pads and a high 
intensity radiation is visible at 
the points of contact. The 
aliens travel in technologically 
advanced spacecraft which 


are made of an yttrium- 
uranium alloy and powered by 
directional ion drives. The 
complete craft's circumfer¬ 
ence is studded with ad¬ 
vanced laser weaponry with 
a range of some 7,000 
kilometers. The aliens are 
additionally equipped with 
side arms for use within the 
environment of their vessels. 

Mode of attack 

This alien is not, in fact, inhe¬ 
rently hostile but, because of 
its activities, it must be treated 
as such. It collects specimens 
for a scientific research unit 
and museum situated on its 











sofai impregnable home 
planet. On locating a life 
source, it is able rapidly to 
deploy its weaponry so as to 
immobilise another spacecraft 
without injuring its occupants. 
Enormous and powerful 
jointed arms are then ex¬ 
truded from the attack vessel 
to rend open the victim's 
spaceship and extract its stun¬ 
ned life forms.

The aliens drift in space 
enclosed in an impervious 
sphere of pure anti-matter, with 
a diameter of 3,600,278 meters 
through which can be seen the 
life forms.

The body is long 
and tapered towards the distal 
end, with deep indentations 
running transversely along the 


upper portion. The body ter- 
minates in a series of sensory 
filaments which give off meta 
radiation during an attach.
